Neleoa W. Oreen, of Arlington.Mass., 
who, as inventor of the driven well 

process, has furnished more lit^tioB 
fur the United Slates courts than any 
other man in llie country, ob"aine<) 
to-day a rule in the Supreme Court, tic 
form of which is proliably unique. In 
1W7 Green obtained judgement again»t 
the ehj of Lyna, Mass., fur illJSOO for 
infrigeoM'nt of his driven welt patent. 
N'ul being K-itisfled, he appealed to the 
Circuit uurt i f .Appeals for the First 
Circuit. The ap|)eal was grunted by 
Judge Putnam, taho iudorsed the ap- 
peal witii the staiemeat that he was 
afraid it hail Mic\een perfectetl in time. 
Tlie App- Ilaie lodge threw oat the sp- 
peal on the groniHt uuggested by Judge 
I'utiialii, From this judginent Iliey 
refu.sed to allow Green t<> aj>|>eat to the 
Supreme Court. 

Thereupon Mr. Green last Monday, 
by his attomev, presented a petition 
asking leave to file a motion for a writ 
of mandamus tu these Judges loinpell- 
ing them to hear his appeal, or grant 
one to the Supreme Court, or for any 
other relief that the court might deem 
fit. To-d«y Chief Jnstioe Fuller an- 
nounced iiiat the court bed granted 
the peliiiun aud had received the mo- 
tion. A rule was iasoed, mails return- 
able on May I, directing thn Judges to 
sli iw cause, not why the pelitioner's 
anpeal slmuld bo heard by them, but 
why a writ of certiorari should not is- 
saebriugioK the owe directly to the 
Sapteme Court for review. This is 
l>elieve<l to be unprece<lented in the 
history ot '.he eeiirt. Should the case 
ultimnteiy go to the Supreme Court it 
ms.v nut be to the advantage of Mr 
Greeb, fur in a famous decision de- 
livered some yean ago the court de- 
elarail that lie was not the inventor of 
the driven well process, reveraiiv a 
decision.
